Many Give Serious Study To Danger 


Of Colorado Wafer Being Lost 


Many persons who yesterday 
heard C. C. Elder of the Metro- 
politan Water District, are today 
giving serious study to the dan- 
ger to Southern California over 
the threat of Arizona taking wa- 
ter from the Colorado river. 

Mr. Elder is a hydographic 
engineer and has made a study 
of the river basin for many years. 
He spoke at the meeting of the 
Ontario - Upland Real Estate 
board. 

Arizona interests are seeking 
to get appropriated one million, 
two hundred thousand acre feet 
of water from the Colorado river 
and if this is achieved water 
sources for the Southland will be 
greatly limited, Mr. Elder declar- 
ed. 

In order to put California on 2 
permanently secure basis so far 
as water supply goes, the ques- 
tion of #s water rights in the 
Colorado must be settled—finalfy 
and fairly, he declared. Mr. 
Elder told of efforts to get the 
matter into the United States 
supreme court. Arizona interests 
are sponsoring Senate bill No. 
1175 to get the allocation. Cali- 
fornia and Nevada are jointly 
sponsoring resolution 145. This 
bill authorizes the supreme court | 
to adjudicate the disrupted claims 
of Arizona and California.

Mr. Rebholz was infottmmed that 
the child had no American nation- 
ality because under Section 201-G 
of the Nationality Act, a child born 
abroad of an American rather who 
had not resided in the United 
States for five years subsequent 
to his sixteenth birthday was not 
American. Now, Mr. Rebholz had 
enlisted in the merchant marine at 
the age of 19, and since seaman do 
not Spend their time on American 
soil, he had been serving his coun- 
try abroad in war in a most dan- 
gerous cecupation. He also fourfd 
that the law had been waived for 
members of the armed forces and 
wanted to know what was wrong 
with the merchant marine. 

Not wishing to wait around for 
his child to come on the quota, he 
obtained a temporary visa under 
which the baby entered the U.S.A. 
fifteen month ago. Eventually 
the baby received a formal letter 
reminding him that his; appcinted 
Stay in the country was ending. 

Mr. Rebholz insists that he vi- 
sited the state department in 
Washington and the Federal immi- 
gration authorities in Chicago and 
received no other answer but that 
the child must re-immigrate. Con- 
cequentiy he arranged to send the 
baby to his wife’s mother in Den- 


pert and by air. The story got 
into the papers and Mr. Rebholz 
was informed by the attorney gen- 
eral’s office that he could ask for 
suspension of deportation and the 
baby’s case be settled within this 
country. Mr. Rebholz, however, 
maintains that he doesn’t accept 
the thesis of the law at all, and 
apparently intends to carry 
through the whole abzurd business 
of emigraticn and re-entrance to 
draw attention to the unfavorable 
position of the merchant marine.

The “Jus Sanguinis’—that a 
child automatically shares. the 
nationality of its father—is the 
most rational of nationality laws, 
cn the thesis that if a cat has kit- 
tens in the oven it does not Make 
them biscuits. Two generations 
ago it was all but universal. To- 
day there is chaos. 

Neils Rebhoiz, born in Italy, 
where the old law holds, is regard- 
ed there as an American. But had 
he been born in Britain, he would 
have been British to the age of 21, 
when he could choose between 
British nationality and that cf his 
father. Had he been born in 
France, he would have been 
French, unless his parents had 
taken steps to register his Ameri- 
ean citizenship, or naturalize him, 
and formally waive hi3 French 
citizenship. Without these steps 
he might one day be called for 
French military service. Al- 
though his mother is Danish, he 
would have béen regarded as 
American, by paternal nationality, 
in his mother’s country. And had 
he been born in Russia, he wouid 
be a Soviet citizen unable to leave 
‘the Soviet Union to join his par- 
ents, or be taken abroad by them. 
All these departures from the 


ancient “Law of the Blood” are 
merely results of intensified 
nationalisms and the desire of 


countries to grab all the cannon 
fodder they can.
